T. Under the existing Regulation 5 an Associate who is 
not in practice as a Cost Accountant should for the pur- 
pose of advancement to Fellowship, have held a position 
as Chief Cost Accountant or an equivalent appointment 
in an organisation approved by the Council, It is now 
proposed to provide in addition for recognition of equiva- 
lent experience otherwise acquired. 

II, HI, VI & VII. Under the existing Regulations a 
candidate registered as a student on or after 1st January 
1965 is required to produce from the Director of Studies. 
Coaching Administration, a Certificate of Completion of 
postal or oral tuition in respect of Intermediate or Final 
Examination before he can he admitted to the Inter- 
mediate or Final Examination as the case may be.

now proposal that if a candidate satisfactorily completes
